REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

[2] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art was found and applied for the claim limitations as set forth in the previous non- 
final and final office actions. The claims presented in the RCE recites inter alia, 

"unambiguously distinguishing a densest area of the breast from an area of the paddle 

containing the graduated marks . . .". 
This limitation translates to detecting graduation marks in images of the breast with 
graduated marks. Osaki discloses detecting graduation marks in images, so one could argue 
that it would be obvious to apply the similar method to breast images. However, it is found 
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that there would no motivation to apply Osaki's method to breast, since Osaki teaches a 
generic concept with no specific application to breast images. Furthermore, the instant 
invention distinguishes the densest area of the breast, which is not disclosed by prior art 
references.
